ALLOWANCE 

Claims 3-4 and 15-17 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest collecting a first and second profile, predicting an impact 
on the executing application based on the profile and actions, adjusting the first profile 
to form a normalized profile according to the predicted impact, applying the actions and 
detecting a phase shift, as recited in independent claims 3 and 4. 

The prior art of record, Arnold, failed to disclose the independent claims as 
recited, including "detecting a phase shift in the executing application by utilizing the 
normalized profile and the second profile".
